Eileen, 
was to see him again today but 
to guard against infection she 
was expected to speak to him 
once m ore through a glass door. 
Mrs. Blaiberg said of her first 
v .v ‘ with her husband Sunday: 
“ He was looking too wonderful 
for words. He joked all the tim e 
and w’as very talkative.” She 
added that he looked as healthy 
as he had five years ago, before 
his diseased heart began m ak­ 
ing him look sickly. 
The dentist is now on an ordi­ 
nary diet, but all his food is pre­ 
pared on a special cooker and

hospital said.

When Gov. 
George 
Romney 
tops

mended legislation. 


And many legislators feel the 
success or failure of efforts to 
solve the problems of crim e and 
*iots is likely to determ ine the 
m tcom e of open housing in the 
session, which gets under way 
Wednesday. 
Budget Thorny 
Although the lawmakers also 
will 
take 
up 
the 
complicated 
ask of reorganizing Michigan’s 
lower court system and tho al­ 
ways thorny problem of budget­ 
ing the state’s money, these is­ 
sues rank far behind open h o li­ 
ng and antiriot and anticrim e 
legislation in arousing public in­ 
terest. 
B ackers of a statewide 
open 
housing law already have begun j 
organizing a campaign to push 


for passage of the measure 
I which met defeat in 
the 
House 
last 
month 
during tile special 
session called by Romney. 


A special Governor's Commis­ 
sion on Crime has submitted a 
list of 25 recommendations for 
anticrim e 
and 
antiriot 
m eas­ 
ures. asking Romney to submit 
thin to the Legislature for a c ­ 
tion. 


Some legislators feel the open 
homing bill would 
have 
fared 
better in the special session had 
Romney fclso placed 
measures 
aimed at crim e and riot control 
on the agenda. 


Enforcem ent Needed 
One senator. George Kuhn. R- 
B irm ingham , flatly 
refused 
to 
vote for any special legislation 
until action was taken to 
con- J 
trot “ crim e in the streets.” 
B ack ers of open housing 
ar­ 
gued that the crim e and riot sit­ 
uations involved a need for bet­ 
ter 
enforcem ent 
rather 
than 
new laws. 
Even so, the open housing bill 
fell nine votes short of the 
56 
required for House passage. 
The only m easure which could 1 
be considered an anticrim e bill 
j 
— a proposal to create a State i 
Police 
reserve— was 
approved 
in the Senate, but died in House 


com m ittee 
A sim ilar 
proposal 
is expected to be introduced in 
the regular session. 


The crim e commission's rec­ 
om mendations dealing with riots 
included proposals which would 
outlaw possession of incendiar­ 
ies. m ake it a crim e to interfere 
with an 
on-duty 
firemen, 
and 
grant to mayors, 
sheriffs 
and 
the State Police director authori­ 
ty to d eclare a state 
of 
em er­ 
gency. 


P o lic e S a la r y Aid 


Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley

recom m ended legislation which

Many backers of open hous­ 
ing believe the state will face 
worse rioting next 
sum m er 
if 
the Legislature turns down the 
m easure. 


Others, including Senate M a­ 
jority Leader 
E m il 
Lockwood, 
R-St. Louis, predicts riots will 
sweep Detroit and other Michi­ 
gan cities regardless of whether 
open housing is approved or not. 
“ I think it will 
blow 
higher 
than a kite,” Lockwood has pre­ 
dicted.
